DECLARES NAVAL 


TOO OLD 


Secretary Meyer to Recom- 


mend Changes and Ask for 


Two Dreadnaughts 


WASHINGTON, 
D. 
C, 
Dec 4 — 


Despite the agitation to close some ot the 
ravy vards along the Southern coast, 
Secretary of the Navy Meyer uill oppose 
any such step for the present. 
This 


much was made plain In his annual re- 
port submitted to President Taft today. 


Secretary Meyer says that he Is not 


entirely convinced that the government 
can advantageously give up sites in which 
large expenditures have been made, until 
after the opening of the Panama Canal, 
when It definitely can be demonstrated 
which are likely to be of the greatest 
\alue 


"It Is not unknown In the history of 
the government," 
Bays the Secretary, 


"that national reservations have 
been 


givfn up and later were bought back at 
increased cost " Again In discussing the 
same subject, he says that the "com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal, the de- 
velopment of trade In the Gulf of Mexico 
and the w^iole Caribbean region, and the 
probable Increase of the naval establish- 
ment to meet our national responsibili- 
ties In that aYea will probablv call for 
supply stations. In part for the lieavv 
fleet, but principally 
for 
the torpedo 


craft and submarines and tha smaller 
•vessels need there" 


GUANTANAMO STATION. 


He urges the "extreme desirability" 


of developing the naval station partly es- 
tablished at Guantanairo, Cuba 
"With 


the opening of the Panama Canal, the 
Caribbean Sea will become the scene of 
the great commercial activity, and our 
responsibility tts to the police and maln- 
tenarce call for an adeauate naval re- 
pair base in that locality" 


The Secretary reviews 
In detail his 


proposed plan for the reorganization of 
the navy, and In addition makes many 
recommendations for the conduct of af- 
faiis in his department. 
Two more battleships of the all-big-gun 


type are recommended to hf constructed, 
but, 
en account of the c'isire to keep 


down the expenditures, he asks only for 
a repair slilp In addition TO these two 
proposed gii-.ts of the sea. 


TO COMPLETE DRY DOCK. 


The comrJetlon of the big drydock at 
the BrookK-n navy yard Is urged, and 
furthermore tha .Secretary says that "it 
Is clear that one dock On the Atlantic 
coast, for docking our largest battle- 
ships, la not sufficient since that one 
might be Injured " 
Tn this connection, 


he points out that proviskins for docking 
of heavy vessels Injured or damaged In 
action or by stranding: are almost en- 
tirely lacking, and that but few navv 
\ard= exist on either coast which have 
sufficient water to dock en Injured bat- 
tleship drawing 4 or 6 feet more than 
Its ordlrary droft. 
Ship construction at the na*vy yards of 


the United States Is opposed as a prln- 
clpl» by the 
Secretary. 
Only occa- 


sionally, as a check on costs of particular 
types, does he believe that the United 
States should build a ship. Shipbuilding 
concerns should be encouraged, in his 
opinion, so that the government 
can 
prolt by their experience and resources, 
and : Iso because ordinarily the work Is 
done more economically by them than 
at navy varrls 


OPPOSES RESTRICTION. 


Furthermore, Secretary Meyer Is op- 


posed to Congress restricting the con- 
struction by one shipbuilding company 
to one battleship, or to requiring one 
battleship to be constructed "at a navy 
\ard or or. one coast or the other. 
Estimates for the coming fiscal year 


were included in the report 
They are 


$10011(00 less than the total amount 
appropriated for the present fiscal year 
The senior officers of the navy are 


too old, according tc the Secretary. He 
announces In his report that he soon will 
send to the President some recommenda- 
tion as to new legislation for remedying 
this defect.

Agricultural Prosperity of 1909. 


According to the thirteenth annual report to 


Congress of the Secretary of Agriculture, the year 
1909 stands as the most prosperous the agricul- 
tural interests of the United States has ever ex- 
perienced. The value of the agricultural products 
of the year are placed by the department at the 
enormous figure of $8,760,000,000. This is a gain 
of $869,000,000 over the crop values of the previ- 
ous year. According to Seci*etary Wilson's report 
the value of the agricultural products of the 
United States has nearly doubled during the past 
ten years. The significance of this statement is 
more fully expressed in the assertion made by the 
Secretary in his report that "it has paid off mort- 
gages; it has established banks; it has made bet- 
ter homes; it has helped to make the farmer a citi- 
zen of the world, and it has provided him with 
means for improving the soil and making it more 
productive." 


The Secretary's report draws some especially 


suggestive contrasts and comparisons. The corn 
crop, he says, is worth about $1,720,000,000, and 
nearly equal in value "the clothing and personal 
adornments of 76,000,000 people, according to the 
census of 1900." What is more, "the gold and sil- 
ver coin and bullion of the United States are not 
of greater value." He adds: "This corn came up 
from the soil and out of the air in one hundred 
and twenty days," or at the rate of $14,000,000 per 
day—"nearly enough for two Dreadnoughts daily, 
for peace or war." 


The value of the corn crop is placed by Secre- 


tary Wilson as "the highest of record and it is 
greater than the average of the five preceding 
years by 36 per cent, while the farm price per 
bushel is greater by 32 per cent." 


The value of the Department of Agriculture to 


the industrial resources of the country which it 
has specially fostered, is conclusively proved by 
the fact that eleven years ago the total value,of 
the agricultural products of the country was $4,- 
417,000,000, whereas the value of the production 
of 1909 is placed at $8,760,000,000. In other words, 
the value of the products of the soil has practical- 
ly doubled in eleven years. If the man who is in- 
strumental in making two blades of grass grow 
where only one grew before is a benefactor to 
mankind, then the creation of the Agricultural 
Department, which at the time met with much 
opposition, was a great national benefaction, for 
the department has been largely instrumental in 
producing the big financial results now in evidence. 
The results obtained in farm products during the 
year as compared with 1908 are sufficiently con- 
vincing. "The increase of cotton-lint and seed," 
the report says, "is $2,000,000; wheat, $107,000,- 
000; 
corn, $105,000,000; hay, $29,000,000; oats, 


$22,000,000; tobacco, $18,000,000, and potatoes, 
-••5,000,000." 


"In the grand total," says Secretary Wilson, 


"the farm products of 1909 are greater in value 
than those of 1908 by $869,000,000, or," as he sig- 
nificantly states, "by enough to buy a new equip- 
ment of farm machinery for over six million 
farms." The Agricultural Department, which was 
much ridiculed when created, has been so great a 
success that it may be the means of bringing a 
mining department into existence. 
State super- 


vision has so far been ineffective. 
If a Federal 


Mining Department had been in existence the 
Cherry, Illinois, colliery disaster might have been 
Impossible. 


Annexation celebrations are now the order of 


the day in the annexed district. Upper Fruitvale 
celebrated on Tuesday night with a song festival 
and a banquet, and the Consolidation Club of 
Elmhurst will celebrate next Tuesday night with 
a public demonstration which will be addressed 
by Mayor Mott and other members of the munici- 
pal government and followed by a public ball. 
Every section in the annexed district is jubilant 
over the new relationship. 


The East Fruitvale Central Improvement Club 


in Allendale has taken time by the forelock by the 
appointment of a committee to confer with the 
administration with the View of securing an auxil- 
iary branch of the fire department. It is under- 
stood that a suitable lot for the erection of a fire 
engine house has already been offered. Allendale 
has been growing rapidly during the past two 
years and it continues to grow at a marvelous rate. 
The residents of that section and all other popu- 
lous sections included in the annexed district are 
sure to be provided with adequate fire protection 
and the other municipal utilities which was prom- 
ised them before election as rapidly as possible, 
for the administration is planning to carry out all 
of its promises without unnecessary delay. 


Shasta County Copper Output. 


The Redding .Searchlight represents that the 


Shasta county copper mines and smelters at Ken- 
nett, Coram, Delamar, Keswick and Martinez, the 
latter reducing the ores of the Mountain Copper 
Company's mines—the Iron Mountain and the 
Hornet—are turning out 96,000,000 pounds of the 
red -metal annually. The Mammoth Company's 
smelter at Kennett turns out 40,000,000 pounds per 
annum. The Balaklala's smelter at Coram is con- 
tributing at the rate of 20,000,000 pounds; the out- 
put of Bully Hill smelters at Winthrop or Dela- 
mar aggregates 12,000,000 pounds, and the smelt- 
ers of the Mountain Copper Company at Martinez 
yield 24,000,000 pounds a year. 


As by-products these four mining companies 


are also yielding much gold and silver, which' 
metals are associated with the copper in the ore 
smelted. The total values of the precious metals 
thus obtained do not figure in the State's record 
of gold and silver production, as the separation 
from the copper is accomplished at the refineries 
to which the output of the several smelters is 
shipped. 


Shasta county is yielding 5 per cent of the total 


copper production of the United States and over 
one thirty-second of the total output of the world. 


The four Shasta county mining companies are 


giving steady employment to 2425 men, as fol- 
lows: Mammoth Copper Company at Kennett, 
1100; Balaklala Copper Company at Coram, 700; 
Bully Hill Mining Company at Winthrop, or Del- 
amar, 425; Mountain Copper Company at Keswick 
and its mines near by, 200.

British Psrliament Dissolved. 


Premier Asquith's motion censuring the House 


of Lords for a. breach of the constitution and the 
usurpation of the rights of the House of Commons 
was passed yesterday by a. vote of 349 ayes against 
134 noes. He, moreover, announced that he had 
advised King Edward to dissolve parliament. This 
act takes place today in the ordinary manner in 
which it is always performed. Following dissolu- 
tion will be an "appeal to the country" by calling a 
general election. Hastening dissolution will per- 
mit holding the elections between the dates of Jan- 
uary 10 and 20. Asquith informed the House that 
the first act of the government in the new parlia- 
ment, if the people return the Liberals to power, 
will be the re-enactment of all of the taxes for 
which provision was made in the budget rejected 
by the House of Lords. 


The Irish Nationalist leaders have already an- 


nounced that the party wiil stand by the govern- 
ment in its fight against the upper house and Ar- 
thur Henderson, the leader of the Laborites in the 
House of Commons, announced yesterday that they 
will give whole-hearted support to the government. 


The coming election will be the most important 


held in the British isles since 1832 on which the 
passage of the reform bill depended. If the gov- 
ernment is defeated at the polls it will be popular 
consent to the restoration to the House of Lords 
of the power to regulate the imposition of taxes 
of which they were deprived in the reign of 
Charles II after a struggle between the peers 
and the commons covering a period of sev- 
eral centuries.

FRANCHISE 


People of Hayward Object to 


Poles of Pacific States 


Telephone Co. 


HAYWARD, Dec. 4. — A number of 


property owners In this city are making 
serious objection to the telephone com- 
pany maintaining their polea and wires 
on property aver which they have no 
right of way. While they did obtain per- 
mission from the police to do this, the 
law provides that they must first get 
the consent of tha property owners in 
this matter. 


Upon an investigation being made as 


to the rights of the telephone company 
U was discovered that they have not 
even a franchise to the streets of the 
town 
Years ago, when this company 
started here they failed to get a franchise 
as is required by law. 


It will now be necessary for the town 
trustees to call fo- bids as this Is the 
usual procedure in matters of this kind. 
In event of this being done, it is ru- 
mored that a competitive company~.will 
be on the ground with a bid for the 
valuable privilege of erecting their lines 
here. Competition for this privilege will 
undoubtedly reach a very high figure, as 
the Pacific company has already invested 
over J30.000 in their equipment in this 
city. 


Tha people of Hayward are ready to 


carry the case into court if necessary to 
make the telephone people come to time, 
and there Is a chance that they will be 
obliged to the town for the rights they 
have been usurping for a number of 
years. This will amount to several thou- 
sand dollars. 


The general laws of the State also pro- 


vide that where the officers of a city are 
negligent-in their duties in this matter, 
they are liable to be removed from of- 
fice and subjected to a fine for neglect 
of duty. Considerable uneasiness Is be- 
ing manifested among the town officers 
for the reason that they are liable-to 
prosecution for overlooking their duty 
in this matter. 


It has also been discovered that the 
Suburban Light and Power company has 
no franchise in this city. The town or- 
dinance requires that all power lines be 
under ground. The wires of this com- 
pany at the present time are all above 
ground, and no attempt has been made to 
enforce the ordinance. - 


The Oakland Traction company Is the 


only large public utility concern that has 
ever bought a franchise in this city. For 
this they paid the sum of J100. The law 
requires that all companies holding fran- 
chises In this city pay two per cent of 
tljeir gross earnings into the city treas- 
ury.

Action of Mothers' Club 
Mem- 


bers Cause of Laughter 


in Berkeley 


BERKELEY, Dec. 4.—No one Incident In th* 
college town la recent months baa caused as 
much comment In social circles as tbe action 
of many of tbe members of the Mothers' Club 
in withdrawing from the cast of the musical 
pantomime, "An Artist's Dream," at the laat 
minute. 
With hut a few exceptions tbe ex- 
cuses were all flimsy and the other members 
are saying unkind titiags about the deserters

Dec. 4.—That the South- 
ern Pacific Company I* now seeking a 
right of way through the manufacturlnc 
section on the north side of the dty In 
order to Install an industrial line. wa» 
the statement made by Mayor W. H. Noy 
at the meeting of the committee) of the 
whole of the City Council teat night. Th* 
announcement was made following th* 
reading of b letter from A. D. Shepherd 
of the Pacific Improvement Company, In 
which he stated that concern would do- 
nate a strip of land. 1"0 feet wide, along 
the southerly side of its manhhxad prop- 
erty on the north sMe of the dty, for 
tho proposed Atlantic Boulevard, which 
the city has been considering establish- 
ing for several 
years. 
The 
company 
made the provision, however, 
that 
It 
would donate this land If It waa not 
taxed tor the Improvement of the street. 
It is not known whether the word "Im- 
provement" means the paving 
of the 
street or the obtaining of the right of 
way for Its entire length, which would 
be from tha westerly extremity of the 
city to Grand stresl. City Attorney M. 
W. Simpson raised the latter question 
and in order to investigate the offer more 
closely It was recommended that It be 
referred to the street committee. 
SEEKS RIOHT-OF-WAY. 
While the offer was being discussed 
the mayor stated that the railroad com- 
pany might be asked to Improve Atlantic 
Boulevard, in the event that the right 
of way is obtained, as he understand* 
that It Is desirous of establishing aa In- 
dustrial line in the section through which 
the Atlantic Boulevard will run. 
The 
street committee will elso Investigate 
into this proposition and report at a 
future meeting. 
At the request of Councilman K. L. 
Krumb the committee recommended that 
the city attorney draw up the neceasary 
resolution for the ordering of the im- 
provement of the north end of High 
street 
At Councilman E. J. Probst'* 
suggestion the committee alao 
recom- 
mended that a resolution be prepared for 
the Improvement of Santa Clara a.venuo, 
between Third and Fourth streets. 
Powell Bros, are to be awarded a eon- 
tract to build tha walls at the foot of 
Laurel street anil at the southern end 
of Oak street up to grade. Their bid I* 
t2 per linear foot. The street committee 
was given power to act In th* matter and 
It Is to see that steps are placed at tho 
foot ot the streets. As the Improvement 
was not provided for, Powell Bros, agree 
to wait for their money.

Tongue' is a composite photograph cf 
Mrs. Asquith and nor stepdaughter, Vio- 
let. The poem is a poi trait of the physi- 
cal characteristics of Mrs. Asqutth and 
the mentality of Violet Asquith. 
The 
latter is the voice of the family and rules 
them all. 
Violet is the 
real 
official 
voice speaking with authority. She it is: 
" 'Who slights the worthiest in the land, 
", 'Sneers at tha 
just, 
condemns 
the 
brave, 
" 'And 
blackens 
goodness 
In 
its 
grave. " 
DESCRIBES MRS.'ASQUITH. 
As to the physical portrait, which Is 
declared by Watson to nave been intend- 
ed as a description of Mrs. Asquith, It 
is as follows: 


Sl.e Is not o!4, she is not young, 
The woman with the serpent s tongue, 
The haggard cheek, the hungering oye, 
The poisoned words that -wildly fly, 
The fa-mtshed face, the fevered hand— 
The Times also prints a lengthy verbal 
statement made by Poet 
Watson, 
in 
which lie ghes a detailed explanation of 
the circumstances w<hlch Impelled him to 
write "The Woman With the Serpent's 
Tongue." The keynote of this statement 
is that Miss Violet Asquith. In a conver- 
sation with him at the Asquith home in 
London last June, cast reflections upon 
the memory of Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman, the predecessor of Herbert As- 
quith as Prime Minister, which Watson, 
as a friend and admirer of Bannerman, 
felt called upon to resent' in the 0orm of 
his now famous poem. 


SHE IS SARCASTIC. 
In his statement Watson tolls how re 
visited the Asquith home in Downing 
street at the initiation of Miss Asquith; 
how she made the declaration that n cec- 
retary named Nash WPS the real author 
of Bannerman's political speeches how 
her father nad resented Nash's offer to 
write his speeches; how she had referred 
sarcastically to Bishop Hcrford, Bishop 
of York, and the clergy in general, how 
she told a story about Alfred Austin, 
which, according- to Watson, contained 
"one quite demonstrable He," and which 
Watson refrains from repeating. 
Watson goes on to sav that upon leav- 
ing the Asquith home' after this conver- 
sation he went to his club and penned a 
ouatialn In eulogy of Campbell-rsanner- 
man. 
which he sent to Miss Asquith as 
an intended rebulio for her aspersions 
bpon the dead premiers memory. Wat- 
son then savs: 
"I posted the letter anil tho quatrain 
to her very late that nfght, and sh.» cer- 
tainly would not receive It until the fol- 
lottlne morning. 
Wifhln, I should think, 
a couple of hours of its delivery 1 re- 
ceived, to my grant astonishment—for I 
thought I had flun# the most unforgiv- 
able Insult at this famll-v—a lettor from 
Mrs. Asquith herself, in which she asked 
me to copy for her Tny favorite lines on 
Wadsworth's grave, and pome of Wads- 
worth's own lines that give me thd moat 
pleasure.".

water 


company charged for them twice each 
month. 
The way they figured this out 


as that the third clause In section six 


provides: 


"There shall be no charge for sprink- 


ling or irrigation of lawns or flowers less 
than two dollars and thirty-one 
cents 


($2.31) per year and the 
rates 
before 


specified shall be applicable throughout 
the year." 


It Is clearly evident that this clause 


merely provides a minimum rate ielow 
which the charges under the firsts and 
second clauses of section six shall not 
fall. 


Now $2.31. this minimum rate per year, 


Is 19 1-4 cents per month. 
In my case 


the company charged under 
the 
first 


clause for my lawn said charge having 
been a little over the minimum rate and 
then tacking on 
twenty 
cents 
more, 


claiming that this minimum rate should 
be added to the monthly rate even 
though the regular charge was above the 
minimum. 


They have installed a meter on my 


premises and I shall not be surprised 
If. when the meter shows $2 00 worth of 
water used they will do as they did in 
the case of my flat rate, add $1.55 (the 
minimum rate bill) and make it 
out 


$3.55. 


It seems to be the general Impression 


that all the rates are too high. I hope 
the Council will find a way to make a 
schedule that Is fair to both the con- 
sumer and the water company.
